PETITION UNDER 37 CFR S1. 378(b) TO ACCEPT DELAYED PAYMENT OF MAINTENANCE 

FEE DUE TO UNAVOIDABLE DELAY 

Sir: 

It is respectfully requested that this petition to accept delayed payment of maintenance 
fee due to unavoidable delay be granted. 

The 5.891 ,429 patent was initially prosecuted and maintenance fees were being handled 
by the Law firm Fitzpatrick, Cella, Harper and Scinto. In October 21, 2002, Melvyn Kassenoff of 
Novartis emailed Fitzpatrick, Cella, Harper and Scinto to indicate that Novartis will handle the 
maintenance fees for patent 5,891 ,429. On October 22, 2002, Linda Rothwell, Senior Paralegal, 
of Novartis Pharmaceutical Corporation indicated that the patent was properly docketed. Patent 
5,891 ,429, as of the time it was discovered that the patent had expired, was docketed in our 
system as "live", which indicated that the case was not abandoned and the maintenance fees 
would have been paid. Further review of our files indicate that Novartis Pharmaceuticals 
Corporation never received reminders from the United States Patent and Trademark office 
because the law firm of Fitzpatrick, Cella, Harper and Scinto was listed as attorney of record. 
The unavoidable delay came to the applicant's attention in June of 2010 resulting in the filing of 
this petition promptly in accordance with 37 CFR 1.378(b). 

Attached are supporting exhibits and declarations of Linda Rothwell, Senior Paralegal of 
Novartis Pharmaceutical Corporation and of Lawrence Perry, Partner of the law firm Fitzpatrick, 
Cella, Harper & Scinto, to support the acceptance of delayed payment of maintenance fee(s) 
due to unavoidable delay.

DECLARATION OF LINDA ROTHWELL

Sir: 

1. I, Linda Rothwell, declare as follows: 

2. I am currently employed by Novartis Pharmaceuticals Corporation (NPC) as a Senior 
Paralegal For over the past forty years, I have worked for NPC or a pre-merger related 
entity as a docketing professional. 

3. On October 22, 2002 1 confirmed via email to patent attorney Melvyn KassenofFthat I 
docketed U.S. Patent No. 5,891,429 (the '429 patent) and five other patents for payment 
of the USPTO maintenance fees. (Exhibit 1). I docketed the '429 patent for maintenance 
fee payment by entering the relevant data into our docketing management software, 
which at the time was PATTSY. As indicated by the attached brochure, PATTS Y was a 
leading provider of industry standard docketing software, used by some of the largest 
patent filers. (Exhibit 2). Part of the functionality of PATTSY was its ability to generate 
reports on maintenance fee payment due dates, based upon which I would periodically 
run reports and pay the maintenance fee. 

4. Around May 2006 we switched our docketing software to Memotech, another leading 
docketing software. (Exhibit 3). Memotech is owned by CPA Global and directly 
integrates with CPA's renewal services to automatically provide maintence fee (i.e. 
renewal) calculations and instructions. See page 9 of Exhibit 3. CPA Global is also a 
leading provider of patent renewal payments. 

5. I was also in charge of entering docket data, include information related to 
maintenance fees, during the month of December 2006. As indicated in Exhibit 4, a 
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U.S. PATENT NO: 5,891,429 

screen shot from Memotech indicates that on December 19, 2006 the docket reminder to 
pay the maintenance fee was closed. I do not recall receiving any instructions to close the 
maintenance fee reminder for the '429 patent. I also checked our records management 
software, and there is no record of instructions to close this docket reminder. (Exhibit 5). 
Therefore, I conclude that the docket reminder was likely closed in error, likely as a 
computer error in the conversion from PATTS Y to Memotech. 

6. I also did not receive notice from the USPTO, an outside law firm or from Memotech 
that maintenance fee would not be paid and the '429 patent would be allowed to expire. 
In feet, as of the signing of this Declaration, Memotech still indicates that the status of the 
patent is "live." See Exhibit 6 page 4 out of 5. Therefore, based on our docket system 
and procedures, I was not informed that the '429 patent would or had expired. 

7. I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and 
that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further that 
these statements are made with knowledge that willful false statements and the like are 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of Title XVIII of the 
United States Code and that willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of this 
Application for Patent or any patent issuing thereon.
